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EDWARD HEATH TO SPEAK AT CONCORDIA 


MONTREAL / September 4, 1987 --- Former British Conservative Prime Minister 
Edward Heath will speak at Concordia University on Monday, September 28, 1987, at 7:30 
pem., in the Henry F. Hall building's D. B. Clarke Theatre, 1455 de Maisonneuve 
Boulevard West. His topic will be " China and the West ". 


The free public lecture is jointly sponsored by The Jean H. Picard Foundation, a 
philanthropic body which provides money for scholarships and lectures, and Concordia's 


Political Science Department. 


A frequent visitor to China, Edward Heath first met with Mao Tse Tung and other 
Chinese leaders in May 1974. He has made five additional trips to The People's Republic 
since resigning as Conservative Party Leader in February 1975. His more recent visits 
have included talks with such prominent Chinese leaders as Deng Xiaoping. A veteran 
traveller, Mr. Heath has visited many other parts of the Far East -- including Tibet, 


North and South America, and the Middle East. 


First elected to the British House of Commons in 1950, Edward Heath served as 
Minister of Labor before being elected Prime Minister in June 1970. He has long been 
known as a driving force behind a larger British role in European affairs, and was a 
powerful proponent of Britain's entry into the European Economic Community. In 1971 he 
received the European Prize for Statesmanship from Hamburg's Freiherr Von Stein 
Foundation for his "outstanding services to the European Community, to European unity 


and to the standing of Europe in the world."
